Electric  Lights. 

The  contract  for  lighting  the  pub¬ 
lic  streets  with  electric  lights  is  one  of 
great  importance  for  many  reasons.  It 
involves  the  expenditure  o£$7,500  per 
annum,  almost  one  tenth  the  annual 
t*v  levy.  It  withdraws  the  patronage 
yf  the  town  from  the  Gas  Company, 
the  larger  part  of  whose  revenue  is 
drawn  from  the  public  lighting  of 
Bloomfield  and  Montclair,  and  it  in¬ 
augurates  new  system  of  street  ilurai- 
nation 

It  is  the  fact  that  no  public  con* 

8  entered  into  with  the  Gas  or 
r  Company  ever  gave  entire  satis 
the  Community.  Cori>qra- 
tiunp  exist  to  make  money.  They  are 
not  charitable  or  philanthropic  insti¬ 
tutions.  Their  officers4*  invariably 
work  foy  what  they  consider  the  best 
interests  of  the  Company,  which  are 
frequently  not  the  lnsd  interests  of 
the  town. 

A  glance  backward  at  present, 'con¬ 
tracts  pave  *tbe  way  fur  some  obser¬ 
vations  u{>on  the  contract  now  held 
under  advisement  by  the  Township 
Committee. 

The  Montclair  .Gas  and  Water 
Company  was  from! the  first  a  foiei^n 
corporation.  Most  of  the  capita^  was 
invested  by  parties  living  in  the  city 
..f  Newark.  It  has  been  generally 
believed  that  its  stock  was  considera¬ 
bly  watered.  Its  works  were  built 
.luring  the  prevalence  of  high  prices. 
In  order  to'  car*  dividends  uj»on 
watered  stock  and  a  high  priced  plant 
it  has  charged  txtieme  prices  fur  gas, 
losing  thereby  its!  private  customers, 
hwfeiting  the  good  will  of  the  town, 
and  finally,  Waube  it  had  few  local 
stockholders,  losing  the  street-lighting; 
contract  also.  High  prices  and  foreign 
stockholders  killed  it.  A  more  liberal 
policy  would  have  greatly  helj>ed  its 
business. 

Tlie  East  Orange  Water  Company 
has  fared  better.  Its  policy  has  been 
more  liberaL  It  has  extended  its 
mains  wherever  dadred;  but  the  price 
is  twico  too  high,  while  the  pressure 
maintained  at  {he  hydrants  is  much 
too  low.  Nothing  is  left  but  to  groan 
under  the  burden  of  a  bad  contract 
until  its  provisions  expire  with  the 
lapse  of  time. 

This  ancient  history  teaches : 

(1.)  That  the  best  policy  for  a  town 
is  that  of  absolute  ownership.  If  the 
law  would  permit  it  it  would  l>e  better 
for  villages  to  buihl  them  ow*  water 
works,  gas  houses  au<P  electric  light 
»hops.  The  revenue  from  private  con¬ 
sumers  would  go  far  toward  paying 
the  expense  of  maintaining  the  gas 
lights,  water  hydrants  or  electric 
lights  needed  tor  public  uses.
